6u//y contains a feature that is identical to that previously examined and classified as a 
video recording. In March 2002 the Office of Film and Literature Classification (OFLC) 
classified the video recording entitled Bully (OFLC No. 200269) "Objectionable except 
if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 
18 years", with the descriptive note "Contains violence, sexual violence, drug use and 
sex scenes". This decision was registered on 21 March 2002. In April 2003, after an 
application for review of the OFLC decision, the Film and Literature Board of Review 
also classified the video recording "Objectionable except if the availability of the 
publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years", and 
attached the descriptive note "Violence, sexual violence, drug use, offensive language 
and sex scenes" (OFLC No. 300928, registered 16 April 2003). 

In addition to the feature, the DVD contains other components, in the form of a trailer, 
interviews with the director and with cast members, and behind-the-scenes footage. 
There is nothing in the additional components that provides grounds for altering the 
classification given to the original publication.
